Fifty years have come and gone since they 
met as foes, The interval has not, it is true, been free from 
considerable differences of feeling. Mutual prejudices and 
rivalries have now and then kindled into passion which might | 
easily have spread into a conflagration of war if it had not been 
instantly quenched by calm and forbearing statesmanship. Mean- 
while, however, the two nations have become better acquainted. 
The antipathies which were born of ignorance have dwindled | 
down in the light of knowledge. Common interests have occa- 
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sioned frequent and friendly intercourse. Mutual respect has 
succeeded to mutual jealousy. At no former time have France 
and England so correctly understood each other's peculiarities ; 
at no time have they more cordially reciprocated admiration of 
each other's excellences, “Confidence,” said Lord Chatham, 
“is a plant of slow growth.” It has slowly grown in the pre- 
sent instance, not without having passed through several trying 
vicissitudes ; but, having survived many political changes, 
some of them of a violent character, it stands now in its own

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They bring with them to their interview their deadliest

lution, Postal machinery, railways, electric telegraphs, free 
trade, and the consequent rapid and enormous expansion 
of commerce and development of wealth, have produced 
a correspondent change of tastes. Insular pride and

We, their hosts, cannot vaunt 
ourselves much on our tact or taste, and frankly confess that 
we have much to learn of our visitors; but even they, we 
imagine, will have seen at a glance, and will acknowledge 


without hesitancy, that we can supplement that deficiency by | 


eur heartiness, The highest value of hospitality must be sought 


in its intent ; and our intent, which we flatter ourselves has | 


made itself visible enough, is to do unfeigned honour to our 
guests. 

The reception given to the French fleet has been something 
more than that of ceremonious officialism, The dinner given 
to M. Chasseloup-Laubat and the principal French officers by 
the Lords of the Admiralty, on board the Duke of Wellington, 
adequately expressed the desire of the British Government to 
do honour to the Imperial navy. Nothing was lacking the 
absence of which might have suggested even the remotest idea 
ef a parsimonious or frigid hospitality. On the contrary, the 
arrangements, the decorations, and the entire tone of the 
entertainment displayed the most anxious and, we think we 
may add, the most successful effort to give the visitors notonly 
a gorgeous but a cordial welcome, But the best proof of the 
deep interest felt by the British people in this interchange 
of amenities appeared on the roadstead .and the ramparts 
when the Reine Hortense, followed by the rest of the 
squadron, rounded the headland and came within view 
of the magnificent haven formed by the north coast 
of the Isle of Wight with the south const of England, 
The waters swarmed with craft of every variety of build, rig, 
and size, The beach and walls were alive with people. There 
was bunting gaily fluttering in the breeze on every available 
point, both on sea and ashore ; and, as was to have been an-

themselves in other and not less appropriate ways. Sup- 
pose the rulers of both nations were to accept the facts 
before them as furnishing new but solid grounds for poli- 
tical and international action, and, instead of directing the 
inventive ability and the pecuniary resources at the command 
of each to the construction of the deadlier weapons and the 
most impregnable defences, they were to take for granted 
that further expense in that direction is unnecessary, and that 
the development of interests common to both is the likeliest 
way to prevent mutual estrangement, would not such a sequel 
to these naval fétes be as logical as it would undoubtedly be 
beneficial? The desired result cannot perhaps be instantly 
arrived at ; but surely it might henceforth be the aim of our 
policy. If it is thought that public opinion is not yet ripe for 
such a change on either side of the Channel, let us hope that

VISIT OF THE FRENCH FLEET TO PORTSMOUTH. 
Tue British equadron, under the command of Rear-Admiral Sir 
Colpoys Dacres, K.C.B., arrived at Spithead from Brest, yesterday 
sennight. It consists of the Edgar, 71, screw two decker, Captain 
Geoffrey T. B. Hornby ; the Black Prince, 41, Captain Lord P. H, 
Kerr; the Hector, 24, Captain G. W. Preedy, C.B.; the Achilles, 26, 
Captain E. W. Vansittart; the Prince Consort, 35, Captain G. O 
Willes, C.B. ; and the Defence, 16, Captain Augustus Phillimore ; the 
whole of the ships, with the exception of the Edgar, being ironclads, 

On Monday the Duke of Somerset left his official residence at 
Whitehall for Portsmouth, accompanied by the whole of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty and Rear-Admiral Lord Clarence 
Paget, secretary. 

The Osborne, Royal yacht, Captain D’Arcy, went out of the harbour 
on Tuesday morning (with the Admiralty flag flying at the main), 
having on board the Duke of Somerset and the other Lords of the 
Admiralty, with Lord Clarence Paget and Captain Hall, private 
secretary to the First Lord, to await the arrival of the French fleet at 
Spithead. 

The French fleet hove in sight at 11.45. It comprised the 
Emperor's yacht Reine Hortense, Captain Charlemagne, with M. 
Chasseloup-Laubat, the Minister of Marine, accompanied by his Staff, 
Captain Charlemagne and Lieutenant de Warn ; the Solferino, Captain 
R. de Play, flagship of Vice-Adm iral Count Bouet-Villaumez (in com- 
mand of the fleet) ; the Magenta, screw steam-ship, Captain Sris, 


| flagship of Rear-Admiral Baron de la Roncitre de Noury; the 
Cherbeurg or the harbour at Brest, and a French fleet lying | 


Normandie, screw steam-ship, flagship of Rear-Admiral Fabre de la

*s Navy, one being especially oo to take charge of each 
of the French ships and place her in the position appointed—Captain 
Mainprise taking the Reine Hortense, and Captain Sturdee the Sol- 
ferino. On approaching Spithead, at 12.15, the French Admiral’s ship, 
Solferino, hoisted the British ensign at the main and saluted the 
Admiralty flag flying on board the Osborne, which was duly acknow- 
ledged from Admiral Sir ©. Dacres’s flagship Edgar. The ships having 
anchored at 1.80 in two lines, within that of the English fleet, the 
folferino hoisted the British flag at the main, and fired a Royal salute, 
which was returned from the garrison; after which the Osborne 

roceeded to the westward to meet the Reine Hortense, with the 
inister of Marine, and accompanied her into the harbour, followed 
by the Admiralty yacht Enchantress, Staff-Commander Petley, the 
English ships having their rigging manned. On rounding the Spit 
the Reine Hortense was saluted with nineteen guns from the Victory,

ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE NAVAL FESTIVAL AT 
CHERBOURG. 

SEVERAL Ilustrations of the visit of the British Channel Squadron 
to Cherbourg, and of the festivities which took place there the 
week before last, were published in our Impression of last Saturday ; and 
the present Number contains some more Engravings from the sketches 
made by our Special Artists at Cherbourg on the same occasion. The 
large Engraving, which occupies two pages in the middle of the 
aper, gives an excellent view of the appearance of the British squadron 
ying in the harbour at eight o'clock in the morning of Tuesday, the 
15th ult., the Emperor's fete day, when a general salute was fired by 
al] the French and English ships, together with the forts and batteries 
of Cherbourg, producing a tremendously grand effect. 

The combined squadrons were moored in three lines, The outer 
line was formed by the Constance, the Octavia, the Research, the 
Hector, and the French frigate Heroine, an ironclad new from the 

ard at L’ Orient. The second line consisted of the Black Prince, the 

Trgent, the Defence, and the Magenta, the latter the flagship of the 
French Rear-Admiral, le Barom de la Ronciére Noury. The third line 
was formed by the Prince Consort, the Achilles, and the French 
frigate the Flandre. The stately-looking flagship of Admiral Sir 
Sidney Dacres, the Edgar, was p almost in the centre of the 
harbour, on the west side of which lay the Royal Sovereign, and next to 
her lay two fine French frigates. any other smaller French ships 
of war were scattered about with our own vessels, the Enchantress, 
Salamis, Fire Queen, Trinculo, and Sprightly, while the interstices 
between them were filled up with crowds of yachts, excursion- 
steamers, and pleasure-boats. 

The weather on the 15th was rainy and unpleasant; but as eight 
o'clock drew near all the quays and wharves west of the forts and 
along the line of shore were crowded with thousands, who came out, 
in spite of the rain, to see the fleets exchange salutes, The sigh: was 
well worth seeing. With the first note of eight bells the Edgar and 
Magenta fired almost simultaneously, and in a second afterwards u 
and down the roadstead, from high-placed forts and detached seek 
batteries, ont came regular pulsations of flame and smoke, with a 
sharp, smashing boom, which, seeming to echo itself, swelled 
gradually into a din which really shook the air. But that the shi 
were not in motion, it would have seemed like a naval battle; the 
ships lying broadside to broadside kept blazing at each other till all 
were hid in the smoke, from which, even amid the noize of the guns, 
could be heard the shrill boatswain’s whistle and hoarse shouts 

iving directions. What these directions were was soon seen ; 

or, as the firing ceased and the bank of smoke was sent 
rapidly to leeward, each ship em: from its cloud “dressed” as if 
i magic from stem to stern with arcs of coloured bunting, and the 
nglish ships with their topgallant yards crossed. All the French 
ships dressed athwart-ships from the yards, while the English, ‘as 
usual, hoisted their colours fore and aft over the mastheads and 
down astern, The effect of both was very pretty, though on this 
occasion the wind, being violently dead ahead, showed the French 
mode off to the greater advantage. All the English vessels carried 


| the French flag at the main, and, when the salute was over, the Lords 


of the Admiralty paid the high compliment of lowering their own flag 
from the Enchantress and hoisting that of France in its place. One 
of our Iilustrations shows the style in which the British Admiral’s 
flagship was decorated on this occasion, while a number of yachts and 
other small vessels are seen at a res distance behind. 

The illumination of the fleets which took place in the evening of 


| the same day was a spectacle of singular beauty. It began about nine 


o'clock, at which time a very considerable crowd had assembled on 
the Place d’Armes and the Place Napoleon. The ta commenced 
the display by exhibiting two powerful electric lights, by the aid of 
which, though at the distance of about two miles, it was possible to 
read a newspaper. Occasionally the cone of light proceeding from 
each of these Inminous points was made to sweep across the 
wide expanse of water, and light up with intense brilliancy 
and in rapid succession spots separated by considerable dis- 
tances. At times also it was concentrated u the sides 
of particular vessels, and immediately their b 
spars were brought into luminous ief inst dark sky 
in the background.

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL INTELLIGENCE. 
FRANCE, 

The Emperor and Empress, after leaving Arenenberg, with a present 
of 30,000f. for the poor, proceeded on Monday week to Schaffhausen, 
where they were received by a deputation from the Government of 
the canton and the authorities of the town. President Ammann 
thanked the Emperor for the friendly feeling his Majesty had dis- 
played towards Switzerland, in replying to which the Emperor referred 
to the protection formerly extended to him by the Confederation. 
Thence the Imperial pair ey by special train to Lucerne. The 
Empress “having a great desire to see the mountains,” they left 
Lucerne at nine o'clock on Wednesday morning for Interlaken, Thun, 
and Berne, On the evening of Thursday they reached Neufchatel, 
where a serious accident occurred. As the Imperial party drove from 
the railway station to the hotel, the horses of the carriage in which 
was seated Princess Anna Murat (granddaughter of the beau sabreur) 
ran away, and the carriage was upset. The Princess esca with 
a contusion, which, although severe, was not dangerous. Countess 
Montebello had her collar-bone fractured, and Mdlle, Bouvet 
broke one of her ribs. ‘The Empress remained with the sufferers, but 
the Emperor proceeded homewards, and arrived at Fontainebleau on 
Friday evening in perfect health. Dr. Nelaton, the eminent sur- 
geon, has been dispatched to the assistance of the ladies at Nenf- 
chatel. but their condition is said to be hopeful. 

On Thursday the Emperor received in private audience Cavaliere di 
Ni who expressed the desire of Prince Amadeus, who is now tra- 
velling, to present his respects to his Majesty.

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SATIRISTS may write against clique, but it is the order of 
nature to make cliques, and the duty of philosophy to prevent 
their having an evil influence, The poet-philosopher of the 
day, in his magnificent ode on the opening of the last Great 
Exhibition, bas told us of the only way in which we can 
acquire an ascendancy over nature, “Controlling, by obeying 
her powers.” It is the worst form of pseudo-wisdom which 
sets itself either loftily above, or doggedly against, the way of 
the world, At this time certain writers, evidently for lack of 
better work to do, are exercising considerable ingenuity to per-

Sir Walter Scott, into whose works no one ever looks without 
benefit, and whose life no one ever reads without a healthy, 
shower-bath feeling of renewed resolution to do duty, has a 
remark which bears upon the point before us. If we remember 
aright, the accomplished and fastidious Lockhart had expressed 
some contempt for a person of no particular education or 
| refinement, who, nevertheless, had done a praiseworthy action. 
Sir Walter, in reply, observed that cultivated men were too apt to 
undervalue everything that could not be tested by some literary 





standard or made presentable in letters, There is great truth in 
the remark, but it will not be much quoted, because the lesson 
is aimed at the class in whose hands quotations are found ; 
and we are by no means clear that it is not resented silently 
by a great many able men who are too able to express in words 
their dislike of the non-intellectual class. Here again nature 
comes in with one of her cliques. It is most natural for the 
man whose intellect has been refined by literary study, who 
has sought to “clear his mind of Cant,” as recommended 
by Dr. Johnson, and who instinctively avoids the semi- 
| educated and the clumsy, to believe that no good thing 

can come out of these persons. If he is a politician, he 
| uses them, and would improve them, but declines to hear them— 

if he is a clergyman, he pities and tries to instruct them ; if he is 
| an author, he describes and satirizes them ; but in none of these 
cases is he inclined to respect them, or believe that he should be 
| more than tolerant towards them. It is from men of the kind who 





at best only tolerate large masses of their fellow-citizens 
that what may be called cligue-judgments come, and it is 
these who set themselves against the great natural harmless 
movements of those classes, It is persons like these who now 
profess to be indignant that their teachings are unheeded, 
and who accuse writers who have more accurately noted the 
social thermometer, with being mere conventionalists because 
they quietly recognise, instead of denying or scoffing at, the 
fact that, for a certain period of the year, the British citizen, 
above the lower middle class, is stagnant, mentally and bodily, 
We, on the contrary, not only perceive that it is so, but rejoice 
in what we believe to be a wise arrangement of nature ; and 
assuredly we should hold ourselves the slaves of a fashion as 
tyrannical as that of Belgravia did we try to break into the 
temple of autumnal dulness. 

Willingly—nobody but journalists know how willingly—we 
accept what the lazy wave of the season may chance to throw 
up to the shore. If old enemies, grown wiser, and therefore 
grown friends, meet in a marine embrace, we are too happy to 
record the fortunate event. Ifa grand experiment happens 
to fail at the same slack time we lament the failure, and are 
ready to dilate upon its incidents, If a world-famous 
isthmus is cut through (only it is not) nothing could equal 
our pleasure in depicting the white sails crawling between 
the sand banks, and we hope that we should be found 
with reflections and classic allusions not unworthy 
of the event. We cannot dwell on a_ crimson list 
of crime, though it is almost unparalleled; and we prefer not 
to dwell on details of a quadrupedal epidemic, which is 
really a theme for the medical man rather than for the general 
reader, But where the incidents of the slow season are reason- 
ably agreeable, we are happy to serve them up with comment ; 
but not all the taunts which ingenuity can direct against con- 
ventionalism shall set us preaching on high-class politics, or 
retailing high-class morals at a time when the world of readers 
has declared itself en vacance. 

Let society idle, and it will come back all the fitter for duty. 
But people may be idle and yet not stupid; and, while we 
earnestly encourage everybody to do nothing, we by no means 
advise anybody to think nothing. Big Dr. Johnson's observa- 
tion wished to survey mankind from China to Peru, and had he 
been so engaged at this time, he would have seen a fierce 
revolution ravaging at both ends of the line, But there is a 
smaller range of observation, which is not so splendid, but 
which may be quite as useful. The Frenchman who wrote 
the delightful voyage round his own room was a phi- 
losopher of the kind whom we should recommend as teacher, 
or rather as companion, to Englishmen when taking their 
holiday. There is plenty to see and to note, if folks will but 
use their eyes—a faculty far more rare than is generally 
believed, Let the holiday-maker try to compose—but first he 
must perform—a voyage round his own watering-place, or 
his own lake, or his own Scotch mountain—be it, as Thomas 
Hood said, either lofty Ben Lomond or little Ben Docky— 
and he will soon discover how uncommonly easy it is 
to be a topographical author, and how uncommonly difficult it 





is to ascertain the exact truth upon any given sub. 
ject. Let those who doubt this last proposition agree to be 
separate observers, and then compare notes, with the under- 
standing that the differences are to be settled by re-investiga. 
tion, not by quarrel. In place of pestering our readers with 
non-readable disquisition, we present them with these hints ; 
and we are quite sure that in a September which promises to 
be fine, and for which Lord Portarlington has also promised, our 
counsel will be much more acceptable than the most didactic 
essay on decimal coinage, on the probable character of the next 
Reform bill, or on the unappreciated relations between capital 
and labour,

The deaths registered in London during the 
week were It was the thirty-fourth week of the year ; and the average 
number for that week was, with a correction for increase of population, 1290, 
The mortality from diarrhoea was almost exactly the same in amount as that 
of the previous week, in which it has been shown that there was a great 
decrease, All the 115 deaths from diarrhea were amongst children, except 
five cases which occurred to persons aged sixty years and upwards. The mor- 
tality from this cause is considerably less than the average in corresponding 
weeks of former years. In the thirty-fourth week of 1859 the deaths were 
215; in the same week of last year they were 190. Two deaths from injary 
by carriages were registered. The births in London and ten other large 
town of the United Kingdom last week were 3820; the deaths 2567. The 
annual rate of mortality in the week in those eleven towns was twenty-four 
per 1000 persons living. In Liverpool the births were 377, the deaths 272; in

An excursion, projected jointly by the Royal Institution of 
Cornwall and the Penzance Natural History Society, took place on Wednesday 
week to the neighbourhood of Gurnard’s Head, on the north coast of the 
country, and Gulval Downs, Gurnard’s Head is a rocky promontory, jutting 
some distance into the sea, and bearing very distinct traces of having beca 
fortified by the ancient Britons against an enemy attacking from the sea, 
this being the only specimen of an ancient British fortification where traces 
of sea defences have been found. In all other cases they seem to have beea 
erected as a protection from attack from the land side, and were evi tently 
the last retreat of the natives. Bosphrennis Bechive Hut, which war 
first brought to light by the Cambrian Archeological Society, was visited and 
further investigated by the aid of the magnesium light. In crossing the 
moor the party were fortunate enough to discover an unexplored barrow, but, 
not being provided with the necessary tools, they were unable to open it, and 
its exploration is accordingly postponed. The party next discovered near the 
village of Trerecen a Kistvean, in a very good state of preservation ; the walls 
of this sepulchral tenement are formed of blocks of granite, with a massive 
slab on the top. The chamber was 3 ft. by 8ft., and 3ft. high; it was per- 
fectly dry, and some good specimens of Cornish ferns were growing on the 
walls, On an eminence near the village of Porthmeor was found a large 
inclosed circle, now hidden by briars and ferns, and which, on examination, 
showed the remains of several circular huts, leaving no doubt that here a 
considerable ancient British village had once existed. 


Law.—A statement made by Constance Kent as to the 
manner in which she murdered her stepbrother has been made public. It is, 
however, no more than a confirmation of that which was conjectured before, 
with the addition that she carried her victim while asleep to the closet and 
murdered him there. 

Mr. Noakes, chemist and druggist, of Brighton, was, on Monday, committed 
to take his trial for causing the death Mr. Thomas Boys, a gentiemam 
upwards of eighty years of age. The deceased sent to the accused's shop for 
some tincture of henbane, and the charge is that he was supplied by mistake 
with tincture of aconite, of which he took a dose and soon afterwards died. 

The South-Eastern Railway Company, in common, no doubt, with other 
companies, has recently been the victim of a fraud. Exoursion-trains run

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ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 


I POSSESS a caricature by Gillray, representing an Eageh bum kin 
holding the severed and sanguinolent head of the late Napoleon 
Bonaparte on the prongs of a pitchfork, and contemplating the gory 
trophy with a complacent . Decapitation and extermination 
were the fate with which the French ruler was threatened if he 
dared to invade this happy land. I replace the caricature in its 
portfolio, and, turning to the daily journals, find that the French 
fleet has arrived at Portsmouth, that nine Gallic ironclads are tran- 
—_— anchored in the place of honour at Spithead, and that the 

rench tricolor is flying from her Majesty’s ship Victory. Now, is 
not this enough to make John Gillray turn in his grave ; nay, even to 
cause the bones of the great Admiral to rattle in their cenotaph in 
Paul's? As for the statue of George III., in Cockspur-street, I should 
not be surprised to hear that the pigtail of that stout anti-Gallican 
monarch had turned white in a single night in horror at the desecration 
of the Victory’s rigging. They must let a new brass plate into the 
deck of the old ship, In addition to the inscriptions, “ Here 
Nelson fell,” “ Here Nelson died,” the Victorian era demands this com- 
memoration of a momentous event :—“ Here the Duke of Somerset, 
First Lord of the English Admiralty, met the Marquis de Chasseloup- 
Laubat, Minister of the Imperial French Marine,” and “ Here 
Admiral Sir Sidney Colpoys Dacres shook hands with Admiral 
Bouet-Willaumez.” What would Nelson’s coxswain have said to such 
a meeting? I hope he would not have re-echoed the ungenteel 
expression of the rough old boatswain’s mate whom Napoleon tried 
eo hard to conciliate on his way to Elba. And yet there is ns 
grand in the thought that the dream of the greatest enemy a 
ever had has at length been realised—that the cherished wish of the 
poor, broken, bankrupt fat man who died at St. Helena has at last 
een carried out, “ England and France united,” he said to Montholon, 
* should rule the world.” And lo! they are united, and will rule it, let 
us trust, for the good of all mankind. 

The “pen of the war,” the dashing stylet of William Howard 
Russel], has been unmistakably visible in the Times this week, in an 
obituary notice of that valiant captain Sir George Brown. The 
article is somewhat light and jocund for a necrological one ; but it is 
full of interesting reminiscences of camp life at Balaclava and Sebas- 
topol. It seems but yesterday since that grim stronghold was 
beleaguered, and yet the Crimean men are dropping off very fast ; and 
the guardsman who was at Inkerman, the hussar who was in the charge 
of the six hundred, are veterans already. 

Another “ Times man” has made his mark in the Thunderer this 
week, Mr. Frank Lawley, some time special correspondent of that 
journal in the Southern States of America, has written a long and 
eloquent letter on the alleged maltreatment and starvation of Federal 
prisoners in Southern prisons, exculpating Mr. Jefferson Davis and 
General Lee from having in any way sanctioned the cruelties to 
which it was alleged the captives of the Confederate bow and peer 
were subjected at Sinead ona Andersonville. Touching the whole 
question of the treatment of prisoners of war, North and South, during 
the late conflict, I venture to hold the opinion that there is a great 
deal to be saidon both sides, Just this time last year I happened to 
be at Saratoga, and there I was waited upon by a deputation of 
Southern exiles, ladies and gentlemen, entreating me, as an English- 
man, to move public opinion in my own country with a view to the 
melioration of the wretched condition of the Southern soldiers con- 
fined in Federal prisons. Then I bought in New York a large photo- 
graphic portrait of a Northern “bhoy,” recently released from cap- 
tivity in the Libby prison, and who, by insufficient food, had been 
reduced literally to the condition of a skeleton; but photographs as 
painful might have been taken, I am afraid, of desperate cases of 
atrophy in the Lincoln Hospital at Washington. 

There is an old story of a criminal, who, being asked by the clerk 
of the arraigns, in the usual manner, “ How he would be tried?” 
answered, with engaging candour, that “ he would rather not be tried 
at all.” It is a new thing, however, to hear of a murderer expressing a 
predilection for a place of execution, or giving a preference to a par- 
ticular scaffold. rom the recesses of his dungeon at Sandwich the 
interesting Mr. Ernest Walter Southey has, it is understood, emitted 
a wish that, “if convicted, he might die at the Old Bailey.” This is 
styled a “communication to his gaolers.” How far the authorities 
wil] feel themselves justified in ey | to Mr. Southey’s modest 
request, or whether the High Sheriff of Kent, claiming priority, will 
insist upon having the pleasure of strangling Mr, Southey (by 
deputy), is yet uncertain. Really we have had enough of this bald 
chat from the billiard-marking bloodspiller. In a letter—he is always 
writing letters—this unmitigated scoundrel threatens proceedings, 
under the Copyright Act, against any persons who shall presume to 
copy the “photograph of a lady found in his pocket-book.” The 
English law is too humane to gag prisoners or to deprive them of the 
use of writing materials before trial; but one might be pardoned for 
thinking that a littie of the treatment to which Mr. Jefferson Davis 
was so unjustifiably exposed at Fortress Monroe would not be inappro 
priate if applied to the ex-baker, billiard sharp, and quintuple butcher 
of Ramsgate and Holborn, 

And of a piece with the airy badinage of this nonchalant assassin is 
the cool and business-like “ confession” of Constance Kent, whom her 
“solicitor” and the medical gentleman who examined her dub 
“Miss.”

WE have to record—and we desire to do little more—the production 
of the long-announced new lay at the Haymarket, entitled “Fra 
Angelo,” the work of Mr. W. b. ussell, ason of Mr. Henry R: 

the popular composer and entertainer. The youth of the author is a 
sufficient excuse for many of its shortcomings, while it must be ad- 
mitted that there are many decidedly lines in the dialogue. But 
the composition is not equal ; frequently the language is insufferably 
meam or crude. As usual with juvenile aspirants in poetry, the 
references to stars and flowers are abundant. Indeed, most of the 
various speakers’ illustrations are either astral or floral, Nor are they 
concise in their expression, but carry on the simile from line to line. 


Some of the rsonages, too, including the heroine, have an 
awful habit of swearing. This lady has a rival, and is in- 
duced, by a hunchbacked friar, to undertake the poisoning of 


the hated fair; afterwards she poisons herself instead, and gives 
timely notice to her lover of the danger to which his loved one is 
exposed. The criminal act is intrusted to the malignant friar, who 
prepares a cup of chocolate for the nonce, when the Lover rushes in, 
prevents the poor girl from drinking, and forces the drugged 
chalice to the lips of the defeated assassin, This drama is 
so deficient in structure that, although it is in five acts only, 
the curtain has to fall seven times. Similar inaptitude is shown 
in some of the speeches, which were so unadroitly introduced that the 
audience, though very patient, could not refrain from laughter—in 
some instances general and loud. But there was nosibilation, and the 
trial of the new drama was conducted with exemplary forbearance. 
It was well acted. Miss Katherine Rodgers, though not quite equal 
to such a part, has a fine handsome person, and is remarkably 
energetic in her delivery, but she is not a finished artist. Her dying 
speeches, too long in themselves, were made to seem much longer by 
her want of tact. Miss Louisa Moore, as Marina, was pleasing; and 
Mr. Walter Montgomery threw the proper dash into the character of 
Lorenzo. The triumph of the evening, however, such as it was, 
belongs to Mr. Vollaire, who, as Fra Angelo, laboured hard to make 
the part effective, and sustained it indeed with remarkable judgment 
and force. The theme of the piece is not in the best taste, and reminds 
us too much of the subjects usual to Coburg melodramas, Let it be 
noted, nevertheless, that the writer has sought to give it a poetical 
colouring ; and though he may not have succeeded, yet he is entitled 
to favour on account of his good intentions. The house was well 
attended, and the young dramatist bowed his acknowledgments from 
a private box.

FINE ARTS, 
THE ARUNDEL SOCIETY. 


THE publications of the Arundel Society for the current year present 
a@ novel claim to notice. For the first time a work of early Flemish 
art has been included in the yearly issue, The chromolithographs for 
the year reproduce one of the most important examples of the Nether- 
landish art of the fifteenth century—the triptych by Memlinc, in the 
Hospital of St. John at Bi is famous triptych comprises five 
nag Te Adoration of the Magi,” as a centre composition ; 
“The Nativity” and “ The Presentation,” on the wings when opened ; 
and “St.John the Baptist” and “Sta, Veronica,” on the exterior of 
the wings. We have already reviewed the careful and evidently 
accurate drawings by M. Schultz, from the original pictures, The 
same artist has wise, a8 we are informed, transferred the subjects 
to the lithographic stones, It was confidently expected that this 
union (for the first time) of the water-colour copyist and the litho- 
—— in one person would secure greater fidelity ; and it has in all 
probability proved an advantage in this instance, though not, as we 
shall have occasion to remark, in a subsequent chromolithograph from 
an Italian fresco. For these plates after Memlinc, also, eolour- 
oo of Paris, instead of those of Berlin, have been employed. 

“he result is certainly remarkable for force of characteri- 
sation and for depth and richness of colour. In respect to 
the colouring, however, great allowance must be made for the 
difference between the lustrous, glowing depth and power of 
an early Flemish oil painting and an Ttalian resco originally pale 
and now faded and abraded. We must observe that, in thus under- 
taking to produce popular copies of the masterpieces of Netherlandish 
as well as Italian art, the Arundel Society is, in so far, departing from 
the main object for which it was ostensibly founded—viz., the pre- 
servation of some record of the many noble wall-paintings im 
Italy, which are rapidly decaying and every day exposed to fresh 
injury. Scores of cack paintings still exist without record; but 
there is no peril whatever attending the probably literally amber- 
a and certainly carefully-preserved pictures of the Netherlandish 
schools. 

This year’s issue to subscribers also includes an outline engraving in 
continuation of the series from the frescoes by Fra Angelico in the 
— of Nicholas V. in the Vatican ; and a notice of the life and 
works of Memlinc, by Mr. W. H. James Weale, an English geatleman 
resident in Belgium and one of the first authorities on Flemish art. 
In this monograph we are glad to find the orthography of Memlinc’s 
name, which has assum a dozen forms, from Hemmelinok to 
Memling, settled at last. Mr. Weale says that, out of forty-nine 
documents discovered by him in the archives of B no fewer 
than forty-seven spell the name with a final ¢, ins ofag. Mr. 
Weale is still more decided than Messrs. Crowe and Cavalcaselle in his 
disbelief of Decamps’ story that Memlinc was received at the Bruges 
hospital as a wounded patient after the Battle of Nancy, and that he 
painted this triptych and the no less famous shrine preserved in the 
same institution in gratitude for the kindness shown him. In his 
critical estimate of Memlinc, Mr. Weale is disposed to think him the 
Fra Angelico of the Flemish school. Hes all the painters of 
the school in his conceptions of the Madonna and the Infant Christ ; 
but be was unable to represent any but saintly personages. He was 
inferior to the Van Eycks in power of colour, in chiaroscuro, and in 
fidelity of portraiture ; to his master, Roger van der Weyden, in force 
of expression and dramatic grouping; and to Stuerbout and Gerard 
David in a 

Two of the subjects to be published in return for next year’s sub- 
scription are in pre tion, and samples are already on view. Oae of 
these is a chromolithograph, by Messrs. Storch and Kramer, of Berlin, 
executed under the superintendence of Professor Griiner, from “ The 
Adoration of the Magi,” a fresco by Luini,at Saronno, This will be a 
companion to “The Presentation in the Temple,” by the same painter, 
and a continuation of the society’s reproductions from his works in the 
Santuario della Madonna di Saronno. The colouring is here much 
more rich and varied than in former chromolithogra: from Laini, 
and it promises to be altogether the best of the series. We can, however, 
find nothing to say in _— of the other large chromolithograph 
intended for next year. We allude to that executed at Paris “ under 
the direction ” of M. Schultz, of “ The Last Su yper,” from a fresco b 
Ghirlandaio, in the Church of Ognissanti, at Piosence, M., Schultz's 
drawing from the fresco was, like all this artist has done, laboriously 
careful and accurate: though, as might be expected from one who 
has succeeded so well in copying works of Northern art, it inclined 
slightly to exaggerate whatever was characteristic in the forms, and 
in so doing missed a little of the dignity, and feeling of th> 
advanced Italian art of the great Ghirlandaio. Bat we are bound to 
say that the chromolithograph from this drawing fails far more 
seriously of conveying a tolerable impression of the great master’s 
original fresco, Not only is the character of the various heads forced 
into caricature, but the draughtsmanship of some of them is glaringly 
faulty. Westrongly advise the society to cancel this plate before it 
is too late; for the process of lithography would not admit of the 
alterations being made which are n to render it satisfactory. 
It is not pleasant te have to announce a failure immediately after M. 
Schultz’s success with the Memlinc triptych; yet we are convinced 
that the publication of such a plate would bring anything 
rather than credit to the Arundel Society. In a copy, by M. Schultz, 
of Andrea del Sarto’s “ Nativity of the Virgin,” in the Church of the 
Annunziata at Florence, inten: for an “ extra” publication, there is,

THE meeting of the Emperor of Austria and the King of Prussia at 
Salzburg, for the purpose, no doubt, of explaining to each other per-

week, The Em r came that day from Ischl, w I e 
keeping his birthday with his mother, the Archduchess Sophia; while 
the King, who had been negotiating with Count Blome at Gastein, 
arrived at Salzburg the same evening and took up his quarters at the 
Archduke Charles Hotel. At nine o’clock their Majesties, accom- 
ied by the Duke of Hesse-Darmstadt, atten a ball given 
By the civil and civic authorities, in honour of the occasion, at 
e Hotel Schwartz, under the idency of Count Taafe, the Stadt- 
holder of the province, and the Bhevalier de Mertens, the Burgomaster 
of Salzburg. The King of Prussia wore the uniform of an Austrian 
General, his Majesty bein g Colonel, or, as it is called in Austria, 
Proprietor of an Austrian regiment. jesty was attended by 
his Aide-de-Camp, General Alvensleben ; Count Piickler, the Controller 
of his household ; and Count Perponcher, Count Bismarck, and Baron 
Werther, Prussian Minister in Vienna, were also ent. Among 
the Austrian notabilitics were Count Mensdorf, the Foreign Minister ; 
Count Blome, Austrian Minister at Munich ; and General Count Thiin, 
commanding the troops at Salzburg. Princess Lobkowitz, wife of 
the Stadtholder of the Tyrol, was the most distinguished lady of 
rank present at the ball, On the Sunday evening there was a grand 


théitre é, the principal actors at the Burg Theatre of 
Vienna ving been summoned expressly in honour of the 
occasion, Their Majesties were received with e demon- 


stration of cordiality and respect, and were accompanied by King 
Louis of Bavaria and the Duke of Oldenburg. Next morning both the 
Emperor and the King of Prussia left Salzburg for Ischl, to see the 
Empress and the Aschaashens there, They returned on the Tuesday 
evening, and the King of Prussia went on the Wednesday to Baden. — 
The town of Salz , a View of which we have engra is 
situated 156 miles south-west of Vienna, in a narrow defile, b 
through an opening in which the River 
Salza passes out to join Inn. The rick mestiows watered by this 
stream, the wooded slopes and steep ipices which here or there form 
y, warn Da we of hills which rise one beyond 
another till are overtopped b: ps, com, avery picturesque 
and attractive come. The town itself is rather dull and gloomy, though 
it has one or two handsome squares, adorned with fine statues; a vast 
cathedral, with facade of white marble, dome, and towers; and a 
fine old castle on the Minchsberg, where the public garden or 
pleasure-ground, overlooking the neighbouring country on three sides 
and sheltered by a row of trees, affords one of the most agreeable 
promenades, The older part of the town is surrounded by a wall, with 
ten gates, and there is a long wooden bridge connecting it with the 
suburb on the right bank of the river. The population does not ex- 
ceed 20,000, who carry on a small eee meng gD emg and hold 
two fairs in the year. The Archbishops of burg reigned as 
sovereign Princes until the end of the last century. 


THE GREAT SOUTHERN RAILWAY OF CANTERBURY, 
NEW ZEALAND. 
I~ the Number of our Journal for March 5, 1864, we gave an Illus- 
tration of the opening of the first piece of railway in New Zealand— 
a short line connecting the seaport town of Lyttelton, Port Coo 
with Christchurch, the capital of the province of Canterbury. 
subject of our present Illustration (engraved from a sketch by Mr, 
W. B. Jones, of Christchurch) is the ceremony of cutting the first 
turf of the Great Southern ilway, which is to traverse the great 
lains extending southwards, as far as the rising port and town of 
Kimara, about 120 miles from Christchurch, and thence, still further 
south, to the province of Otago, with its rich gold-fields, The cere- 
mony was performed by Mrs, Bealey, wife of his Honour the 
Superintendent of the Province, on the Queen's birthday, May 24, im 
a paddock near the Christchurch railway station. The scene is cor- 
rectly shown in our ey The hills in the distance are those 
hich shut in the head of Port r, separating Lyttelton from 
the inland country ; the Lyttelton and Christchurch Railway passing 
through a tunnel a mile and a half in length, which is not yet quite 
finished, There will be no tunnels, cuttings, or steep gradients on the 
Great Southern line; but several bridges or viaducts are to be erected 
across the wide beds of the rivers, which vary immensely at different 
seasons of the year. Our correspondent thus reports the proceed- 
ings :—“ It was about one o'clock when Mrs. Bealey, escorted by Mr. 
Richardson, one of the partners of the firm of George Holmes and Co., 
the contractors, entered the space set apart for the ceremony. Here, 
after turning the turf, with the help of Mr. Richardson, the lady 
placed it in the wheelbarrow with her spade, and wheeled it along a 
plank to the appointed place. The weather was delightfully fine for 
this time of year; but as May in New Zealand corresponds with an 
Fuglish November, it was cold, with a south-westerly wind ; 
nevertheless, this occasion brought together a goodly concourse of 
people, and, with the cavalry and volunteers, who had mustered their 
t in honour of her Majesty, they made quite an imposing sight. 
After the ceremony the volunteers fired a feu-de-joie, and the crowd 
dispersed. Messrs. G, Holmes and Co. had provided a handsome 
déjeuner in the large goods-shed of the railway, which was very 
tastefully decorated, and amongst the decorations were some 
very choice New Zealand plants and ferns displayed in hand- 
some vases over the different tables. Mr. Holmes occupied 
the chair, and Mr. Richardson was the vice-chairman. The enter- 
tainment was enhanced by the music of the volunteer bands. The 
day's festivities were brought to a close by a ball in the new Town- 
hall, in aid of the volunteer fund, when the prizes which had beeu 
shot for earlier in the season by the volunteers of Canterbury Province 
were distributed to the s competitors,”

In 
the same year he obtained a fellow- 
ship of Exeter College. In 1832 
he was appointed Vice Principal of 
Magdalen Hall.

Ovr last week’s Publication contained two Engravings, from the 

etches by our Special Artist oa board the Great Eastern, to illustrate 
the most striking incidents of the Atlantic Telegraph expedition. The 
hauling in of the cable, to which it was necessary more than once to 
resort, for the purpose of examining the fault or flaw detected by a 
loss of electrical insulation, and then the disastrous breaking of the 
cable on the 2nd of August, while hauling it in, were the two subjects 
of those Illustrations. e now present five more Illustrations, and 
quote, from the authorised journal of the expedition, a narrative of the 
subsequent attempts to find and raise the cable, at a h of 2000 
fathoms; the locality being, as stated, in latitude 51 deg. 25min., 
longitude 39degr 6 min., which is distant 1062 miles from Valencia, 
Ireland, and 606 miles from Heart’s Content Bay, Newfoundland—the 
nearest parts respectively of the European and American shores. 
Immediately after the breaking of the cable, Mr. Canning, the chief 
engineer, resolved to try and pick it up again from the bottom of the 
Atlantic, This might have seemed a hopeless task :— 

“ But, then,” says Mr. Russell, in his journal, “what would they 
say in England if not even an attempt, however desperate, had been 
made? There were men on board who had picked up broken cables 
from the Mediterranean full 600 fathoms down. The weather was 
beautiful, and, although there were no soundin and the depth 
beneath us was matter of conjecture, it was settled that the Great 
Eastern should steam ten or twelve miles to windward and eastward 
of the position in which she was when the cable went down, out with 
the grapnels and wire rope, and drift down across the track in which 
the cable was supposed to be lying. Although all utterance of hope 
was suppressed and no word of confidence escaped the lips, both were 
penenel in the fancy.

The 
most apathetic and indifferent would have sacrificed much to have 
heard the rumble of the cable again, and esteemed it the most grate- 
frl music in the world. The electricians’ room was closed, all their 
subtle apparatus stood functionless, and cell-zinc and copper threw off 
superfluous currents in the silent chamber of science. Away flew the 
wire strands length after length—ocean was indeed insatiable— 
‘More !’ and ‘ More !’ cried the daughter of horseleech from the black 
night of waters, and still the rope descended.

SUBMARINE CABLES,—In Europe, Asia, Africa, and Australia 
there are fifty-two submarine cables, which are of the ate length of 
5625 miles, and the insulated wires of which measure 9783 py The longest 
of these is 1550 fathoms, and the shortest 14 fathom. There are ninety-five 
submarine cables in the United States and British North America, which 
measure sixty-eight miles, and their insulated wires 133 miles. The overland 
telegraph. line between New York and the west coast of Ireland, through 
Bri Columbia, Northern Asia, and Russia will be 20,479 miles long, 
12,740 miles of which are completed. It has at length been resolved that this 
line shall cross from America to Asia at the southern point of Norton 
Sound, on the American side to St. Lawrence Island, and thence to Cape 
Thadeus on the Asiatic continent. Two submarine cables will be required 
for this—one 135 miles long, and the other 250 miles lo Cape Thadcus 
is 1700 miles from the mouth of the Amoor River. The following are some 
of the submarine cables in operation, with their length in statute miles, 
viz. :—Dover and Calais, 27 miles ; Denmark, across the Belt, 18 miles ; Dover 
and Ostend, 804 miles ; Firth of Forth, 6 miles ; Portpatrick and Donagha:teo, 
25 miles; across River Tay, 2 miles; Portpatrick and Whitehead, 27 miles ;

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BRITISH ARCHZOLOGICAL ASSOCIATION, 
CONGRESS AT DURHAM, 


IN onr Journal of last week we bri ly reported the opening of this, the 
twenty-second, Congress of the Association, on Monday, the 2ist ult., and 
gianced at the interesting inaugural address of the president, his Grace the 
Duke of Cleveland, who thus felicitously characterised the antiquarian 
attractions of Durham :—The picturesque situation of the city, almost 
surrounded by the windings of the Wear, the quaint streets along the river 
banks, the magnificent cathedral and old castle, made famous by its con- 
nection with a long line of Bishops Palatine, must both satisfy the eye and 
furnish ample materials for antiquarian researches and disquisitions. In 
the county of Durham there were but few remains of British origin ; nor 
was there any such magnificent memorial of the Roman occupation as that 
furnished by the great Roman wall in a neighbouring county, nor of such 
curious remains as are found, for instance, in Wroxeter—the ancient Uri- 
coniuam—in Shropshire. But there were traces of the great road which 
the Rimans drove with such perfect straightness through the kingdom ; and 
the period of our history succeeding to the Roman occupation was illustrated 
by some remarkable architectural monuments. There were remains of 
churches of the Saxon period. Still more imperishable memorials were to be 
found of the Danish settlement, especially in the neighbourhood of Raby and 
Barnard Castles, in names of places bespeaking a Scandinavian origin. Sir 
Waiter Scott alluded to this in “ Rokeby :""— 
Reneath the shade the Northmen came, 
Fixed on each vale a Runic name, 

In medieval remains the district was even richer. Neville's Cross, although 
mutilated, still remained to show where, in 1346, an English army, led by Lord 
Neville and Earl Percy, by the Archbishopof York and the Bishop of Durham, 
overthrew in desperate conflict the Scotch under David Bruce. 

At the close of the inaugural proceedings, the Rev. George Ornsby accom- 
panied the visitors through the castle, commencing with the outer gate- 
way—a Norman arch and groining, of 1154-95—to the great hall, and point- 
ing out the traces of Norman work in the courtyard. The hall, as left by 
Bishop Hatfield, was at least a third longer than it is at present. It owes its 
curtailment to Bishop Fox (1494-1502), who erected a kitchen and other offices 
at the lower end. This kitchen remains in its original form, with wide- 
yawning fireplaces still applied to their original purpose ; and the buttery- 
hatches in old black oak have the motto of “ est Deo gracia,” in black letter, 
carved upon them. Mr. Ornsby then conducted the company through the

The visitors next proceeded to 
great hall, where, in reply to an inquiry as to the age of the keep, 
w refaced and restored, Mr. Ornsby stated that, in all probability, it 
was rebuilt by Bishop Hatfield, and quoted the authority of W. de Chambre, 
one of the Dunelm Scriptores I1I., in support of his assertion. The castle has 
been commonly said to be no older than William the Conqueror; but Mr. 
Ornsby believed that a fortress must have existed from a much earlier period, 
and that the mound is artificial. Next was inspected the Norman chapel of 
the castle, its most ancient portion, usually assigned to the Conqueror, though 
regarded by Mr. Ornsby as of the time of Rufus, The pavement of herring- 
bone is, no doubt, coeval The whole of the castle is now in excellent 
preservation, and the union of “the past” with the “ present” is well 
maintained ; for the old keep, which commands beautiful views of the Wear 
and the outlying country, is parcelled out into rooms, which are occupied by 
the students of the University. 

In the evening there was a dinner in the great hall of the castle, at which 
200 guests were present. The walls are hung with old paintings, chiefly the 
portraits of Bishops and ecclesiastics connected with the see. At the lower 
end of the hall, about half way between the roof and the ground, are two 
niches, at opposite sides, built for the minstrels of the period, and from which 
they regaled the guests. The Bishop of Durham, in replying to the toast of 
* The Bishop and Clergy of the Diocese,” referred to the judgment and libe- 
rality displayed by the Dean and Chapter in the restoration of the cathedral, 
and to the services of the British Archzologieal Association in strengthening 
their hands and guiding their minds as to the best modes of church restora- 
tion. Later in the evening, Mr. Gordon Hills and Mr. Roberts, two of the 
officers of the association, made a very good defence of the study of arche- 
ology and of the efforts of the association to encourage and extend it, to 
rescue old monuments from being defaced or destroyed, and to teach a just 
estimate of the value of the old and the new. 

Tuesday was devoted to excursions. Lumley Castle, which looks over the 
Wear, at a few miles’ distance from Durham, was the first point reached. The 
old castle was built by an ancestor of the Lumley family, in the reign of 
Edward I. The Rev. John Dodd pointed out the east front as the most ancient 
remaining part, with its machicolated turrets, where the shields of arms are 
of the time of Richard Il., when Rebert de Lumley obtained permission to 
castellate ; the square towers also denote the antiquity of the castle. The 
present building dates mostly from about 1700. In the great hall, with its 
minstrel gallery, are nearly 200 | raite of the Lumley family, com- 
mencing with ite founder, Liulph the on, of whom here is a fine eques- 
trian lifesize statue. The genuineness of the portraits has long been im: . 
and Mr. Planché, Rouge Croix, on Tuesday, confirmed this suspi , and 
suggested that the paintings were copies of old engravings worked up into a 
fanciful series ¢f family portraits ; costumes correct, chronology wrong. 

From Lumley Castle the party drove to Chester-le-Street, which was of old 
a Roman station, and was called by the Saxons Conceastre. In 883 a bishopric 
‘was founded here under Eardulph, the last Bishop of Lindisfarne, who took 
refuge in this spot from the Danes, bringing with him the body of St. 
Cuthbert. The shrine thus became a famous one, and was visited by Royal 
and noble pilgrims, who greatly enriched it. But in 995 the Danes ravaged 
the Northumbrian coast, and the Bishop and monks fled to Ripon, bearing 
with them the remains of the saint, and which, after a miraculous interruption, 
were transferred, with the wealth and the bishopric,to Durham. The old 
cathedral at Chester-le-Street was of wood; but it was removed by Egelric 
about 1045, and a stone church erected in its place. In one of its aisles isa 
rude stone effigy of St. Cuthbert, no doubt genuine, In the north aisie, 
called the Aisle of Tombs, are fourteen monuments of the Lumley family, 
from the time of the Conquest to the sixteenth century, which Mr. Planché 
said were, with two or three exceptions, bad imitations of other monuments. 

From this point the party made for Lanchester, where are the remains of a 
Roman encampment—no mere earthwork, but a walled station, with what 
was once solid, well-finished masonry. Dr. Collingwood Bruce, who gave an 
interesting description of the fortifications, ambuiando, surmised that the 
Picts and Scots may have broken down the wall at various points; the 
ruin has been chiefly wrought as a quarry for the sake of materials. For 
purposes of observation and defence, the encampment must have been admi- 
rably situated. It could be approached with safety only on one side, and here 
the double fosse is still visible. The remains of the aqueduct, the drains, and 
the basilica and baths, along with the numerous altars and coins, which have 
been from time to time found among the ruins, show its importance as a sta- 
tion. A heavy thunderstorm led the visitors to seek refuge in the village 
church, where Mr. E. Roberts pointed out a fine Norman arch, probably 1220, and 
some fragments of thirteenth-century painted glass. 

The party then left for St. Cuthbert’s College, where some 300 guests were 
sumptuously entertained in the refectory. Ushaw College is hardly more than 
sixty yearsold ; but the college buildings now cover a large acreage, and form 
a very admirable reproduction of a fourteenth-century mansion and its sur- 
roundings. The college was begun for the inmates of the seminary at Douay, 
which was destroyed during the French Revolution. There are in the college 
some 300 students, and boys from nearly every part of Catholic Europe come 
here to be educated. Dr. Lingard, Cardinal Wiseman, and Mr. Justice Shee 
are among the students of whom Ushaw is justly proud; and one of the most 
prized relics in the fine library is the hat of state worn by the late Cardinal. 

Wednesday's proceedings were commenced with a visit to Durham Cathedral, 
every part of which, after the morning service, was thrown open. Mr. 
Gordon Hills, in describing the edifice, said that, though in general beauty 
and ornamental detail the structure might be su at Lincoln and else- 
where, stil] there was about Durham an air of solemnity and of dignity which 
could hardly be found in any other cathedral, The remains of St. Cuthbert 
were brought from Chester-le-Street, about the year 995, and a tem- 
porary church was built, replaced, within four years, by one of stone, about 
1093, some ten years after the introduction of the Benedictine monks. Mr, 
Hills called attention to the extraordinarily massive construction of the nave, 
piers, and arches; the cirenlar piers being no less than 25ft. Gin. in cir- 
cumference. Before the Reformation here was a magnificent rood-screen— 
considered the choicest in the country — besides the Jesus altar. There 
is a line of blue marble in the pavement between the northern and southern 
doors, for to the east of that mark, down to the time of the Reformation, 
women were never permitted to go. The reason generally assigned was the 
alleged misconduct of certain monks in a monastery founded by St. Cuthbert 
to which a nunnery was attached. But Mr. Hills suspected that, in early 
times, it was intended to shut off the choir at that point. The beautiful 
Galilee Chapel, at the west end of the church, erected by Bishop Pudsey, 
which stopped up the western entrance, was said to have been dedicated 
the Virgin Mary, and to be intended for the use of women, who were excluded 
from the rest of the church. It now forms a becoming shrine for the remains 
of “ the Venerable Bede,” whose plain table-monument is inscribed 


Hic sunt in fossi BED® Venerabilis casa. 


The remains of Bede are said to have been stolen from Jarrow, in 1802, by a 
Sacrist of Durham, and, after being long in the coffin of 
St. Cathbert, they were placed by Bishop Pudsey in a splendid shrine. The 
original tomb was destroyed at the Reformation. The Nine Altars Chapel 
was next visited, and the magnificent screen dividing the choir from the 
chapel was greatly admired. The cloisters and the chapter library were then 
inspected—the latter rich in missals and illuminations, two or three MSS. 
being described as “ De manu Bed.” 

In the afterndon a large party visited the picturesque ruins of Finchale 
Priory, on the well-wooded bank of the Wear, about four miles from Durham. 
Mr. E. Roberts elaborately described the remains. Finchale, where a synod 
was held in 792, obtained its chief renown, some 350 years from 
St. Godrick, who became a hermit ; and in his cell on the Wearside ised 
unheard-of austerities—wearing an iron shirt next his skin, mix! ashes 
with his bread, standing up to his chin in water at his devotions, resist - 
ing temptation by rolling himself amid thorns and briars. Yet he lived here 
eixty-three years; and the church, after his death, was enriched by pi. 
grimages to his tomb, The church and monastic buildings were e 
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| between 1194 and 1200. The spire was of wood; there was a short tower in 


the centre. The windows were lancet, and were rabited ; they had not been 
glazed with glass, but inclosed by lattices. The refectory and other prin- 
cipal rooms are in the upper story—an unusual arrangement, and one which 
Mr. Roberts believed was unique in England, though not uncommon in Italy.

Thursday was commenced with an excursion to Barnard Castle, fifteen miles 


from Durham ; the first special attraction being the castle, now in ruins, built 
by Bernard Balliol, early in the twelfth century. In 1268 Jehn, his 


descendant, founded Balliol College, Oxford ; and when his son was raised to | 


the throne of Scotland, and renounced his fealty to Edward I., Barnard Castle 
was confiscated and given by the King to the Earl of Warwick. The Neville 
family became possessed of it by marriage, and Anne Neville brought it to 
Richard III., who lived here when Duke of Gloucester. During “ the Rising 
of the North” the castle was besieged by the rebellious Barons, and held out 
for eleven days. It was totally dismantled in 1630. Captain Robinson acted 
as cicerone. 


great strength. There was a tower, called by tradition the Brackenbury 
Tower, after the Knight whom Richard III. employed for his evil purposes. 
An oriel window is said to have belonged to the Duke’s state chamber. 
From Barnard Castle the party proceeded to Cockfield, and thence to 
Staindrop, who from her silver bowers 
Salutes proud Raby’s battled towers, 


Here the Rector, the Rev. J. F. Hodgson, described the church as erected by 
the Nevilles, in the twelfth century. Staindrop was a place of some im- 
portance in the reign of King Canute. The church affords a remarkable 
instance of a north country church, small at first, but extending gradually in 
all directions—east, west, north, and south. The “squint” windows over- 
looking the altar, from which you could see what went on in the church 
without entering it, were noticed as very curious. The Neville monuments 
in the church were briefly described by Mr. Planché. Among them isa splendid 
alabaster altar-tomb to Ralph Neville, first Earl of Westmoreland, who is 
represented in armour, with a lion at bis feet; and on each side are effigies 
of his two wives—Margaret, daughter of Hugh, Earl of Stafford; and Joan, 
daughter of John of Gaunt—by whom he had twenty-three children. At the 
feet of all three are small and mutilated figures of kneeling monks. 

From Staindrop the visitors proceeded through the park to the seat of the 
president, the Duke of Cleveland, Raby Castle, which is considered to be the 
most perfect of the northern castles now existing. The visitors were received 
in the hall by the Duke and Duchess, and immediately passed by a fine oak 
staircase, lately added, into the Barons’ Hall, where, anciently— 

Seren hundred knights, retainers all 

Of Neville, at their master's call, 

Together sat in Raby's Hall. 
In this noble hall was served, to some 200 guests, a sumptuous dinner, in 
which venison, venison pasties, and grouse were paramount. Mr. Planché, 
in the name of the association, thanked the Duke and Duchess for their most 
hospitable reception; and their health was drunk amid such cheers as can 
hardly have rung within the old hall since the days of the Nevilles. 

Reassembling in the lower hall, the visitors listened to a paper read by the 
Rev. Mr. Hodgson on the castle. Raby, he said, pointing by its name toa 
Danish origin, was first mentioned in connection with King Canute, who, 
after making his celebrated pilgrimage over Garmondsway Moor to the shrine 
of St. Cuthbert, there offered it, with Staindrop and the rest of Staindropshire, 
to the saint. Bishop Flambard wrested the rich gift from the monastics, but 
restored it again on his deathbed. It continued in the peaceful possession of 
the monks till 1131. In that year they granted it, for an annual rent of £4, to 
Dolphin, son of Ughtred, of the blood Royal of Northumberland. Whoever 
the original founder might have been, Dolphin’s descendant, Robert filius 
Maldred, was, at all events, Dominus de Raby when, early in the thirteenth 
century, he married Isabel Neville, by the death of her brether the last of that 
line. From their son Geoffrey, who assumed his mother’s surname, the history 
of the Nevilles might be said to date. To his descendant, John Lord Neville, 
they owed Raby, some portion of the older fabric being incorporated with the 
new, 80 as to present the work and ideas of one period, and a perfect example 
of a fourteenth-century castle, without any appearance of earlier work or later 
alteration whatever. Its apparent weakness of site has been pointed out, but, 
though not set on hill, it had the defence of water, which was drawn off cen- 
turies since. But the real defence of Raby lay beyond the mere circuit of its 
own walls and waters. They wereto be found in the warrior spirits of its lords 
and in the border castles of Roxburgh, Wark, Norham, Berwick, and Bam- 
burgh, which they commanded continuously as warders and governors from 
the days of Robert Neville, in the thirteenth century, to the time of Queen 
Elizabeth. Apart from the question of the site, the castle itself was of great 
strength, and skilfully disposed. Mr. Hodgson then pointed out its general 
arrangement ; and at six o'clock the archeologists returned to Durham.

Colonel Sir Etienne Pascal Taché, M.D., whose death recently occurred in 
Canada, was the scion of an old French Canadian family, and was the son of M. 
Taché, of Montmagny, St. Thomas, Canada East. He was born there in 1795, 
and was early in life an officer of Canadian Chasseurs. He attained the rank 
of Colonel in the British Army in 1860, when he was made Aide-de-Camp to 
the Queen. The honour of knighthood had been conferred upon him by her 
Majesty in person in 1858, in recognition of his long and valuable public 
services. = Etienne was ever a stanch loyalist, and, as an officer of the

Friday was devoted to excursions, the first spot selected being Tynemouth 
Priory, magnificent even in ruins. It is now inclosed in the fortifications 
which here protect the Tyne, and is approached through the gateway to the 
castle. Mr. Sidney Gibson described the ruins, and said that this spot was 
the site of one of the earliest Uhristian edifices in England. He then traced 
its history, from the time when it was a little oratory in wood; rebuilt of 
stone in the seventh century ; flourishing during the Heptarchy, but destroyed 
by the Danes; refounded and rebuilt by Robert de Mowbray, who 
the old Saxon castle at Tynemouth ; then the monks built a splendid church, 
of which the eastern and southern walls remain, and form the finest portion 
of the ruins, of which the light and beautiful arch in the south ti is so 
favourite a subject with architect and artist. Mr. Gibson, by aid of an 
ancient survey in the Cotton Library, pointed out the sites of the church and 
monastery, and its various buildings, surrounded by fortified walls—the daily 
resort of nobles and persons of every degree for protection and hospitality. 
The surrender of the monastery in 1539, when it was sacked of its valu- 
ables, and even the lead torn from its roof, was graphically told by Mr. Gibson, 
who concluded with an eloquent defence of the monastic order—“ the home 
soldiers of the Cross” —the pioneers of civilisation as well as of piety. 

At the conclusion of this able paper the ruins were minutely examined by 
the visitors, and the church, judging from its remains, was pronounced to 
have been a most beautiful specimen of the purest style of Early English. 
The visitors then proceeded to Newcastle, where they were met Kd some of 
the local antiquaries, and inspected the castle. In the keep they were 
welcomed by the Deputy Mayor and Sheriff, and other members of the Cor- 
poration, and several congratulatory speeches were delivered. 

After Mr. N. Gould, the senior vice-president, had the 
compliment paid to the association, Dr. Collingwood pointed out to the 
visitors, with great animation and knowl of his subject, the main features 
of archeological interest in the castle, which, though not the | » is 
reckoned the most complete specimen of a Norman now 
existing in this country. Wiliam the Conqueror ordered it to be buiit, 
but no remains of that structure now remain. The present castle was 
built by Henry Il., between 1172 and 1177. In 1842 the fortress 
was besieged by King David of Scotland, and bravely defended 
by Sir John Neville; and in 1388, before the Battle of Otterbourn, 
Harry Hotspur defended it from Lord Donglas. Near the sallyport the visitors 
were shown the iron head of an arrow fired from a crossbow, which had 
entered one of the narrow windows and penetrated between the joints of the 
stone, where it remains fixed. Here is a fine collection of antiquities belong- 
ing to the Newcastle Society of Antiquaries. The visited St. 
Nicholas’ Church, famous for its flying buttresses raised upon tower in the 
form of a crown, and supporting a beantifal taper spire.

SURRENDER OF THE NEW ZEALAND CHIEF, 
WILLIAM THOMPSON. 
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pene ont good order among the Maori tribes who did not erjov the 
t of the ing administration of British law. Bu:. lire 
many other ical agitators, William Thompson found it im:o-sible 
to adhere to his original programme; he was swept along :y the 
current of events till fe found himself, almost against his will, a rebel 
against the British Government. Still, to the very last he was adverse 
to war. He travelled all the way to Auckland to request an interview 
with the Governor, which was refused. On his return home he was 
obliged to yield to the councils of Rewi and other warlike chiefs, who 
had long a to measure their strength with the English. 
He fought at giriri, and was one of the 200 who effected their 
escape from that well-defended pah. He still wished for peace, 
but his overtures were declined, and the conquering army con- 
tinued to advance till the valley of the Waikato fell into their 
hends. When the contest became hopeless, Thompson retired 
to his own territory on the Thames, and has latterly 
abstained from taking any active part in the war. When the 
Governor proclaimed an amnesty to all insurgents who surrendered 
within a particular period, Thompson petitioned that the period 
might be extended. A fresh proclamation appeared, declaring that 
the lands of those who failed to surrender before the 4th of June would 
be confiscated, Thompson now found it desirable to come to terms 
with the Governor. He was the more encouraged to do so, as he knew 
that the prisoners taken at Rangiriri had been treated with great 
kindness and had received a grant of 12,000 acres of land. At first he 
tried to negotiate, but, on receiving the assurance that nothing short 
of an unconditional surrender would be accepted, he expressed a desire 
that Mr. George Graham, of Auckland, should be sent to smooth the 
way. Mr. Graham has long been familiar with the affairs of the 
Maori population. It was under his guidance, as clerk of works in 
the engineers’ department, that the Maoris built the walls of the 
in Auckland. He has now left the service, and is a member 
of my dpe warm friend of the Maori race. He accepted the 
charge all the more readily, as he has a claim for 20,000 acres of land in 
Thompson’s territorities, for which he has never been able to secure a 
Crown title. He therefore proceeded to Tamahaere, a place situated mid- 
way between Awamutu and Kahwia. where Thompson and his followers 
were encamped, Everything in their appearance showed the great 
sufferings they had endu from the want of food; in fact, they 
confessed that their stock of provisions was entirely exhausted, and 
that for months past they had had nothing to subsist on but fern root 
and wild berries. Pototau II. the Maori King, who is under 
Thompson's charge, and is indebted to him for his crown, had not 
fared better than his subjects, and their hunger must have been more 
potent than any argument Mr. Graham could adduce. The terms of 
submission were drawn up, and Mr. Graham placed himself in com- 
munication with Brigadier-General Carey, C.B., who is in command 
of the forces at Awamutu. That officer accerdingly left Awamutu at an 
early hour on the morning of Saturday, May 27, and proceeded to Tama- 
haere, accompanied by Major Tupper, 50th Regiment, A.D.C.; Captain 
Brett, 43rd iment, D.A. and M.G.; and Captain Blewitt, 65th 
Regiment. When they left Awamutu the ground was covered with 
frost and ice, the mountain ranges stood out sharp and crisp, and nota 
cloud was visible in the sky. After passing Ohaupo an Hamilton, 
frontier settlements, crossing the Waikato River and three deep gul- 
lies, the streams at the bottom of which were just fordable, Tamahaere 
was reached at noon. This place, about twenty-seven miles from 
Awamutu, like most native settlements, is but a wretched village, 
situated on a large plain at the base of the ranges, and consisting of 
some twenty scattered whares, or huts. At the time of the General’s 
arrival, Thompson had not yet made his appearance; but shortly 
afterwards Mr. George Graham arrived and informed the General that 
Thompson was close by, but had heard that the General had 
a large party of soldiers with him. A messenger was there- 
fore sent to tell Thompson that the General only three 
officers with him, the number requested by Thompson, and those 
unarmed. Brigadier-General Carey and staff then walked on a 
px meee of a mile, wh presently, Thompson, with twenty-five 
lowers, came loping forward. Directly he saw the Brigadier he 
threw himself his horse, uncovered his head, and advanced quickly. 
He then placed his taiaha (a club or mace of carved green-stone) at the 
General's feet, saying he hoped he would accept it as his gun, in token 
of submission, General accepted Thom ‘8 submission, and 
then shook hands with him and the other The y then 
eeet een eee Se een ne: a flying.
